DEAR POLLY — I am in the process of refinishing a 
used desk. After removing some of the finish and dirt I 
found several ink spots in the wood Do you have any ideas 
for removing these stains? — DAVID. 
DEAR DAVID — If the wood is a closed grained hard 
wood then chances are the ink may not have penetrated too 
deeply. If so, It might be sanded off with first coarse and 
then fine sandpaper. If this partially removes the stains the 
slight remaining discoloration might be bleached - ask 
your local paint store for the proper sort of bleach for your 
kind of wood. Yon will probably have to bleach the entire 
top or yon woald have light spirts instead of the dark ones 
you now have. As a last resort you could always remove the 
top (being ink stains I presume they are on the top) and 
take it to a planing mill to be put under the pinner or elec­ 
tric sander. Then the entire top would be smooth and of a 
uniform color. — POLLY.

WHO, WHAT, WHEN WHERE IS THE 
PSA-SR. LEAGUE? 
by Ted H. Darby, PSA - Sr. League Commissioner & 
Bill Strickland. PSA - Sr. League Coach 
This was the question posed to me recently by a newcomer 
to the Plano area. This gentleman has a son of junior high 
age and had heard of Plano Sports Authority; however, he 
was totally unfamiliar with our football program. Well, this 
is a question that has never been asked of me before, and it 
caused me to think prior to answering it. In clarifying my 
thoughts, these questions came to mind. 


1. What is the purpose which guided the founding of the Sr. 
League? Is this purpose still the same? Are we ac­ 
complishing it? 
2. Where have we been, where are we now, and what is in 
the future for the Sr. League? 
With PSA’s football program right around the corner, Bill 
Strickland, a close friend who has been in the Sr. League for 
4 years, and I felt that a timely answer to these two questions 
would benefit the program. 
Addressing ourselves to the first area, the purpose of the 
PSA - Sr. League, we find that the fundamental basis is still 
the same. With one slight change, we do not envision its 
changing drastically in the future. The purpose in founding 
the Sr. League four years ago was to provide a higher level 
of gridiron competition than previously offered by PSA for 
young mean in grades 7-9. The prgram was designed not to 
compete with the school’s Jr. High program but to work 
within its guidllines. 
The only change in this concept is our recent decision to 
expand the league to incorporate the 10th grade level. With 
this move, we form two divisions, with grades seven and 
eight forming the Jr. High division and grades nine and IO 
forming the Sr. High division. This plus the elimination of 
the carry-over rule will permit individual youths to be ex­ 
posed to various coaching techniques, and it will provide for 
a better balanced league. 


To answer the query as to whether we are accomplishing 
this goal, it is the belief of those of us involved in the 
program over the past few years that the Sr. League, in spite 
of its obvious growing pains, has been successful. While 
keeping with the spirit of the PSA program, we have been 
able to provide more emphasis on 
the competitive 
development of the individual as his ability dictates. Many of 
the young men in this program have been extremely active 
in assisting with the decision making (i.e. playcalling, 
defenses, etc.) on and off the fieid. This has increased their 
knowledge of the game as well as their level of confidence. 
The variations (rf offensive and defensive plays and for­ 
mations accented in this league have developed a degree of 
sophistication, providing for a higher level of competition. 


The next question is that of where we have been, where we 
are now, and where we are going. Where we have been is 
easy to answer. The Sr. League will be four years old this fall 
and it started out with only three teams (and three wild 
coaches). The following year we expanded to four teams and 
a very strong league, and last year we had four 8th and 9th 
grade teams and two 7th grade teams. Last year was ex­ 
tremely rough for the 7th grade division with only two 
teams, and this helped bring about the decision to in­ 
corporate the 10th grade into the Sr. League and go to twc 
separate divisions. 


That brings us to the present, and the entry into a new 
phase for the Sr. League. It is our hope to obtain four teams 
in the Sr. High division and four teams in the Jr. High 
division. Some people have expressed apprehension that the 
move into this type of division is premature. While these 
thoughts have foundation, we are hopeful that with 
cooperation this change can be accomplished this year. If 
not, then we intend to work out an intermediate program 
which will be beneficial for this age group 
Where does the Sr. League go from here0 Well, hopefully if 
the two divisions are formed this year, we can continue to 


address 
ourselves to various methods and programs to 
continually upgrade the system. This will give PSA the 
opportunity to have greater representation at this a8e level 
in area competition and post season play ^At prese_nt>' 
^ 
not foresee the possibility of expanding PSA into age groups 
above the current proposed Sr. League set up. 
Bill and I feel that we can not write on this subject without 
commenting on the great assistance PSA has received from 
the majority of the parents of the young men act»v® 1“ 
league. While there has been and will continue to be a dif­ 
ference of opinion, the encouragement, support and finan­ 
cial assistance we have received has been invaluable. We 
sincerely hope that we will be able to continue to work 
together, as we have in the past, to produce a program which 
is beneficial to the participants and to our community.
